Juventus’ performances in Europe were disgraceful and 
Ancelotti, as coach, should shoulder the blame. It is simply 
not acceptable and he should be:dismissed as soon as pos-

Actually’ Ancelotti should resign and face the fact that 
the once great Juventus were a miserable failure in Europe 
and that the players seem to lack a lot of discipline - includ- 
ing names such as Zinedine Zidane.

Before he 
Started playing regularly for the first team the majority of 
Australians wouldn’t have had a clue who he was. ‘Harry 
who? He’s one of ours?! Oh, OK that’s alright then isn’t 
it?” 

For all the injuries he has had and the difficulties he has 
faced from the Leeds management, Australian football 
fans are yet to be convinced about Kewell’s commitment 
to the national squad. This isn’t the case with Viduka who 
turned out in the disappointing Olympics campaign and 
will spearhead the Aussies this week against Scotland.

Hopefully Viduka will con- 
tinue to play an important role. The immediate future for 
the Melbourne lad is definitely looking promising.
